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THE TRUMAN COMMITTEE 
There's one set-up having to do wUli the 
conduct of our war effort that appears to bi 
deserving of public confidence, and that's 
the acnate war Investigating commlttcB 
licndcd by Chairman Truman, Democrat of 
MlMourl. 

Clinractcrlstlc of the manner In which this 
committee la carrying on Its Investigations Is 
ft recent statement by Chairman Truman. 
. Without pulling any punches, he said 
bluntly: 

"Neither Lewis (John L., president of thi 
United Mine Workers), nor any big corpora- 
tion official, nor anybody else is goln. 
Ignore this committee. Lewis will oboy the 
subpoena or take the consequences." 

We like the policy expressed in that stotC' 
ment and not only because It defies the 
bushy-browed labor baron for his apparent 
refusal to appear before a committee hear- 
ing called to Investigate labor's responsibility 
/or Increasing war production. Obviously, It 
Js high time that someone "called" these 
overlords of labor. 

But It Is significant also that the com' 
mlttec has served warning to "big corpora- 
tion officials" or "anybody else." While or- 
ganized labor has been subjected to most of 
the criticism in recent months, that's no 
reason to presume that all big business has 
been Illy-pure. And the committee's actions 
demonstrate that it harbors no such pro' 
sumption. 

The committee, for Instance, is talcing an 
active part In ferreting out the story that a 
large steel corporation Is producing defective 
steel plates used In the manufacture of war 
equipment. 

"The highest responsibility for lake tests 
which have resulted in approximately five 
per cent of lost year's steel plate shipments 
being below navy, lend-lease and maritime 
speclflcalSons must bo lound and this mc-a 
cleaned up." said Chairman Truman, indl 
eating that those responsible for such frauds 
should be held criminally liable. 

It should make no difference where tho 
unscrupulous ones are found. Whether they 
arc within the ranks of labor or Industry, 
they all belonff to the same pack of ratn, 
and It's encouraging to find one apency Iden- 
tified with government that has the cour- 
age and determination to treat all the rats 
alllce. 



EDEN FIXING FENCES 
British Porclgn Minister Anthony Eden"; 
presence In the United States for "a Rcneral 
cxchonge of views on alt aspects of the wor 
situation" Is nicely timed, for there are evi- 
dences that U. S. love for tho British, which 
reached a passionate peak after Dunkirk and 
went on up from there during the blitzes, 
ain't what It used to be. 

This found unofficial cxprc-q-slon In Wash- 
ington recently when ti British attache re- 
marked facetiously and off the record that 
the best thing that could be done to Improve 
American relations with Great Britain would 
be to hove Hitler bomb London more fre- 
quently. 

Tliere k more truth than whlm.sy in that 
sly bit of typical British humor, for tho fact 
docs seem to be that the more the English 
suffer, the more we love them. When the go- 
ing gets good, tho American tendency Is to 
assess the British war effort more critically 
and bo Just a little sasplclous of every move 
the British make. 

This international mistrust of the cousins 
across the sea has been bothering people In 
high places for some little time. Maybe the 
Eden visit is a result of this concern, maybe 
not. Either way, it Is possible to reveal that 
American and British officials in Washing- 
ton and London have been holding some 
very confidential conversations to see If they 
couldn't find the causes of thli Ill-will and 
then do something about them. 



nOMBINC; AND MORALE 

Sir Ccdrlc Hardwlcke, British movio star, 
has an interesting theory why Anglo-Ameri- 
can bombing of Germany Is more effective 
than was the nazl blitz against England. 

In their deepest distress tho British people 
always felt that they were not alone tn tho 
world— Ihol the UnUca States was ready and 
able ,to help, that most of the population of 
the, world was sympathetic. 

The Germans have no such comfort. There 
Is nobody to help them willingly. Nobody 
loves them. Even their allies would gladly 
pick their bones If they had opportunity. 
When things are Bolng best, the Germans 
still are sitting on an angry volcano. 

It must bo hard on morale, to bo bombed 
with block busters imdcr such circumstances.
